BASEBALL  TEAM 
SECOND  IN  G.  S.  C. 

Coach  Alvin  Brown's  Baseball- 
ers  finished  their  most  successful 
season  with  an  over-all  record  of 
16  wins  and  6  losses  for  a  per- 
centage of  .727.  During  the  sea- 
son the  Demons  met  all  G.  S.  C. 
opponents  and  also  played  games 
against  Centenary,  Southeastern 
Oklahoma,  Southern  Illinois  Uni- 
versity,  and  Adrian   College. 

In  G.  S.  C.  competition,  the 
Demons  finished  the  season  with 
a  record  of  8  wins  and  4  losses 
for  a  percentage  of  .667,  giving 
them  second  place  in  the  seven- 
team   conference. 

Two  N.S.C.  players  signed  pro- 
fessional contracts.  Gordon  Za- 
basky  signed  with  the  Shreveport 
Sports  before  the  season  began, 
thus  eliminating  himself  from  col- 
lege competition.  Don  Wilmore, 
with  a  1.54  earned-run  average  in 
G.  S.  C.  games,  was  signed  by  the 
New  York  Yankees  at  the  end 
of  the  season. 

Baseball   in   Demonland   should 
look  up  next  year.

TRACK  TEAM  TAKES  TITLE 

For  the  fourth  consecutive  time 
Coach  Walter  Ledet's  thinclads 
captured  the  G.  S.  C.  champion- 
ship by  chalking  up  85  points  to 
runner-up  Louisiana  Tech's  72. 

Trailing  by  .30  points  midway 
in  the  meet,  the  Demons  began 
piling  up  points  in  various  events 
until  they  moved  out  in  front 
when  the  mile  relay  team  came 
charging  to  the  finish  line  with  a 
3:18.2  record.

Demons  Lose  Opening 
Football  Game   14-12 

Playing  the  Lumberjacks  of 
Stephen  F.  Austin  in  Nacogdoches 
to  open  the  1956  football  season, 
the  Demons  failed  to  kick  either 
of  the  extra  points  needed  to  tie 
the  game. 

Lumberjack  Gaddis  hurled  two 
touchdown  passes,  one  for  58 
yards  and  the  other  for  17,  be- 
sides kicking  both  extra  points,  to 
top  the  Demons. 

Scoring  for  the  Demons  on  runs 
of  14  and  three  yards  each  were 
halfback  Lacey  Lofton  of  Haynes- 
ville  and  fullback  Charles  Tolar  of 
Natchitoches.   The  Demons  gained 


220  yards  rushing  to  131  for 
Stephen  F.  Austin,  but  in  the 
aerial  department  the  Lumberjacks 
gained  134  yards  to  11  for  the 
Demons.  The  Demons  attempted 
five  forward  passes,  completed 
one,  and  had  three  intercepted. 

There  was  no  score  in  the  first 
half  and  all  four  touchdowns  came 
in  the  last  half,  three  of  them  in 
the  third  quarter. 

The  teams  were  well  matched, 
with  N.S.C.  showing  superiority  on 
the  ground  and  S.F.A.  through  the 
air.  Both  teams  substituted  rather 
freely  to  give  the  majority  of  the 
players  some  action. 

The  Demons  meet  Lamar  Col- 
lege at  Beaumont  on  September 
22,  and  then  play  McNeese  and 
Louisiana  College  on  successive 
Saturday  nights  at  Demon  Sta- 
dium, September  29  and  October 
6.  The  remainder  of  the  schedule 
calls  for  games  with  Stetson  Uni- 
versity, DeLand,  Florida,  on  Oc- 
tober 12;  Louisiana  Tech  at 
Shreveport,  October  20;  Howard 
Payne  at  Natchitoches,  October 
27;  Northeast  State  College  at 
Monroe,  November  3;  Southwest- 
ern at  Natchitoches.  November  10 
(Homecoming)  ;  and  Southeastern 
at  Hammond,  November  17.
